Take a walk on the 
greener side of life and try some of these vegetarian alternatives

But you don’t have to leave home to get the best veggies have 
to offer. Consider meat- free grilling, which can be healthier for 
you anyway 

With less fat and more fiber than their beefy counterparts, 
fake meats can be better for you, nutrition experts say 

“Veggie burgers end up being lower in calories and lower in 
fat than traditional burgers,” Chicago-based registered dietitian 
Barbara Fine told RedEye, But the health quotient can change 
depending on what you pile on. Condiments, sauces and cheeses 
increase the calories. 

Prepackaged veggie burgers also are higher in salt, but they 
tend to have fewer calories than homemade burgers because 
their ingredients and sizes are controlled. Fine says. 

She recommends trying several different varieties 
of veggie burgers and other fake meats, such as 
veggie hot dogs and bratwurst, before rul- 
g. ^ ing them out because different brands,

Beef It’s not what’s for dinner, 

July might call to mind those hazy Saturdays spent at meat- 
filled backyard barbecues, but Chicago has more to offer than 
its beefy reputation would have you believe. Take the Taste of 
Chicago, one of the meat-friendliest fests of the summer: This 
year, the Grant Park crowd-a-thon offered more for veg-heads 
than just the old corn-on-the-cob standby— from pad Thai 
noodles to those sweet plantain wedges called Maduros, Next 
month, the meat-free can descend on Naperville for Veggie Fest, 
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GOES GREAT WITH; With any veggie meal, it’s important to have 
some sort of protein, said registered dietitian Christina Fitzgerald. She 
recommends having cheese or a fresh feta salad on the side. 

WHAT*S IN IT; Eggplant, bell peppers, red onion, firm tofu and zucchini. 
NUTRITION INFO; A slice of firm tofu has about 52 calories per serving 
and is low in cholesterol and a good source of protein. Vegetables are 
low in saturated fat, cholesterol and sodium. 

WHAT THE PRO SAYS; “Tofu, by itself, is from a plant. ... It’s good 
protein. It’s going to be potentially a lot lower in calories than 
traditional meats unless if you’re deep frying it quite a bit,” said 
registered dietitian Barbara Fine. 

HOW TO MAKE IT; Place veggies and tofu in a large mixing bowl and 
drizzle with olive oil. Then alternate veggies and tofu on skewers. Grill 
on medium to high heat for eight to 10 minutes. 


GOES GREAT WITH; Chicago Diner executive chef Kim Gracen 
recommends lining the tortilla with quinoa, which adds protein to the 
dish. 

WHAT*S IN IT; Onions, peppers, yellow squash, zucchini, tortilla and 
lime, quinoa or beans. 

NUTRITION INFO; Cooked quinoa has about 34 calories per ounce, 
with five calories from fat. The grain is low in cholesterol and sodium. 
WHAT THE PRO SAYS; Spreading quinoa or beans on the tortillas will 
add protein to the fajitas. 

HOW TO MAKE IT; Thickly cut veggies, so tongs are easy to use. 
Squeeze lime on them. Grill them on medium to high heat, then wrap 
the veggies in a tortilla. 


burger, the more hamburger-like in texture and 
flavor {it is],” said registered dietitian Bridget 
Feeny, who runs a private practice in Chicago 
and the suburbs, “The more grains, the less 
similar. It is not less tasty, just less similar to a 
hamburger,” 

The veggie burger name itself can be a 
misnomer. Veggies burgers aren’t all veg- 
etable, Some include more soy protein 
than actual veggies. And recipes also 


can include eggs, black beans and oatmeal, 

“You would think a lot of them are made 
out of veggies,” said Dawn Jackson Blatner, 
a registered dietitian who has studied the 
nutritional values of veggie burgers and hot 
dogs for the American Dietetic Association, 
But veggie burgers with more than lo grams 
of protein are made of more soy protein and 
wheat gluten than real veggies or whole grains, 
Blatner says. 

Burgers with less than lo grams of protein 
can contain veggies such as mushrooms, onions 
and bell peppers, along with whole grains. 


Regardless of ingredients, veggie burgers 
shouldn’t be a trade-in for vegetables at a barbe- 
cue, At least half of the grill should be reserved 
for vegetables, Blatner says. 

Artichokes, asparagus, garlic, mushrooms 
and sweet potatoes griU well whole. And don’t 
be afraid to throw fruit on the griU, “Grilled 
peaches, pineapple and bananas are fantastic 
and a way to round out a meal,” Blatner said, 
“Whenever you grill or heat fruit, it makes it 
even sweeter. The natural juices and flavors 
come out even more,”

HOW TO MAKE IT; Slice mushroom thickiy. 
Marinate in vinegar with rosemary or Itaiian 
dressing. Grill on medium heat and top with grilled 
onions or roasted peppers.

Traffic Jam

The scene: “This is not my first 
time around the block,” Jerry 
Suqi tells us, “But IVe never expe- 
rienced this before,” 

Suqi is talking about last 
weekend’s grand opening of Jam, 
his new Ukrainian Village break- 
fast-and-lunch spot, which was 
so flooded with the curious and 
hungry on its second day that it 
had to close early after running 
out of food. 

Turns out the restaurant’s 
name is more than a cute refer- 
ence to breakfast preserves. It 
could just as easily describe the 
neighborhood’s response to his 
shabby-chic, 34-seat spot, which 
has equally enough eccentricities 
and polish to keep people coming 
back. 

After opening (and closing) 
two popular downtown night- 
clubs — Sugar and La Pomme 
Rouge — Suqi has dealt with his 


fair share of crowds. He even had 
an opening-night line at his first 
full-fledged restaurant. Chickpea, 
a casual West Town spot that 
serves up Middle Eastern food 
with a side of hipster. 

Yet the response to Jam has 
been intense, and Suqi is now 
better prepared. Perhaps the 
neighbors were missing Dodo, 
the popular breakfast-and-lunch 
spot that previously occupied the 
space, (Dodo has plans to reopen 
near Fulton and Damen Avenues 
this year,) Or maybe word got out 
that malted custard French toast 
was on the menu ($10), 

The cuisine: Chef Jeffrey Mauro 
and sous chef Mike NoU have 
spent time in some impressive 
Chicago kitchens, including 
Charlie Trotter’s, North Pond and 
Schwa, so don’t be surprised when 
you taste some truffled pecorino 
with your steak and eggs ($12), 
Also, don’t bother wearing 



your brunch pants with the extra 
leeway, because the duo won’t 
stuff you to discomfort. They 
will, however, make you a fluffy 
snow-white Breakfast Terrine ($9, 
essentially an egg-white omelet) 
folded around aged goat cheese 
and plate it artfully with a fuchsia 
smear of roasted beet puree and a 
shock of watercress. It’s not par- 
ticularly indulgent, but the flavor 
mix is carefully considered and 
the portion sensible. 

There’s also a line-up of sand- 
wiches and salads for the lunch 
crowd, including a vegetable pani- 
ni, turkey club and a Jamburger, 
the restaurant’s double patty 
burger, topped with an egg and 
butterkase cheese— just the sort 
of thing that could create lines of

Zack Snyder’s long-awaited adapta- 
tion of the groundbreaking graphic 
novel excises much of the strik- 
ing peripheral material that made 
the genre -smashing comic by Alan 
Moore and Dave Gibbon so deeply 
layered and compelling.

With a potential war (with Iraq, ostensibly) on the table, politicians, 
military officials and powerless underlings in America and Britain 
trade quips to try to figure out who believes what, who’s siding 
with whom and how to get anything done. Stars Tom Hollander as 
a British cabinet minister with his foot constantly in his mouth, 

Peter Capaldi as a hysterically foulmouthed British communications 
director and James Gandolfini as a boorish American general. 

The buzz: The last few years have brought plenty of Iraq-related 
movies but few comedies with as much zip in the script as director/ 
co-writer Armando lannucci’s “In the Loop.” The question is if 
anyone still wants to hear about this six years into the war and in a 
new, non-Bush era of American politics. 

The verdict: Nearly every line is a different, potent form of B.S. in this 
picture, with humor so dry you better buy that large drink beforehand.

With Obama’s old Senate 
seat up for grabs, will a 
minority candidate run?

When Illinois chooses a new senator next year, 
voters will decide not only who wins an elec- 
tion but whether the overwhelmingly white 
U.S. Senate loses some of its diversity 

The seat up for grabs has produced three of 
the nation’s four black senators in modern his- 
tory It paved the way for Barack Obama to be 
America’s first black president. Roland Burris, 
the Senate’s only black member, now holds it. 

Without an incumbent or Democratic heir 
apparent, the race is wide open. So far, most 
of the candidates are white. That leaves open 
the possibility that the chamber could have no 
black members in 2011, even though efforts are 
under way to find a black candidate in Illinois. 

“When you make progress, you don’t want to 
go backward. You don’t want to lose opportuni- 
ties that you have created,” said U.S. Rep. Danny 
Davis, a black congressman from Chicago. 

Among the blacks now running for Senate are 
Republican Ryan Frazier, a city council member 
in Aurora, Colo., and U.S. Rep. Kendrick Meek 
of Miami, a Democrat. The race in Illinois is 
still unfolding, but so far, no major black candi- 
date has emerged. 

Burris said he won’t seek a full term because 
of fundraising problems stemming from his 
links to disgraced former Gov Rod Blagojevich. 
The ousted governor was charged with trying 
to sell the seat for personal and political gain 
and despite his arrest, went ahead and appoint- 
ed Burris to the post last December. 

Senate leaders initially refused to accept 
Burris’ appointment, but they changed course 
amid growing complaints about denying access 
to the Senate’s only black member. When 
Burris decided not to vie for the seat, it raised 
the question whether there would be a high- 
profile black candidate in the contest. 

“This is no question that diversity in the 
U.S. Senate is lacking,” said U.S. Rep. Barbara 
Lee, a Democrat from California who heads 
the Congressional Black Caucus, in an e-mail 
statement. “It is up to the people of Illinois to 
decide who represents them.”

Although some people may still be underweight because of mal- 
nutrition, many more become overweight as a consequence of eat- 
ing a poor diet based on processed foods and saturated fat with little 
fruit, vegetables and lean meat and fish.

The Pentagon, which actively promoted 
smoking during the two world wars and still 
subsidizes tobacco at PXs and commissaries, is 
considering a ban. 

That’s one recom- 
mendation from a 
panel led by a former 
dean of the School 
of Medicine at the 
University of North 
Carolina- Chap el 
Hill that was asked 
by the Department 
of Defense and the 
Department of 
Veterans Affairs how 
to reduce tobacco 
use in the military 

If Secretary of 
Defense Robert 
Gates accepts the 
suggestions, it 

would be a historic 
about-face for the 
likes of Camp Lejeune and Ft. Bragg, where 
tens of thousands of young men and women 
learned to smoke amid a culture that regarded 
cigarettes as much a part of being a soldier or 
Marine as carrying a rifle. 

“It’s all I see on the bases,” said Staff Sgt. 
Maritza Hunt, a squad leader at Ft. Bragg. 

Hunt, although not a smoker, was skeptical 
of how successful efforts to curb tobacco use 
would be. 

“You have colonels and generals and all kinds 
of people who smoke,” she said. 

The military could end tobacco use within 20 
years by gradually refusing entry to users, said 
Stuart Bondurant, dean emeritus of the School 
of Medicine at UNC-Chapel Hill. 

“If the services take the full 20 years, prac- 
tically everyone now in the military would be 
retired,” he said.

YouVe been 60 feet in the air on your 
dirt bike. What’s that like? 

Believe it or not, Fm actually afraid of 
heights so I try not to look at anything 
except the ramps. There are three or 
four seconds of hang time, so ifs one 
hell of an adrenaline rush. 

How difficult and dangerous Is this 
stunt? 

I think considering few if any other guys 
will try something like this, it tells you 
how dangerous it is. There’s a real fine 
line— too little speed and I can’t make 


the height I want, too much and the 
bike gets out of control and I crash. It 
could be disastrous if done wrong. 

Your last world record attempt was on 
the Santa Monica Pier. Why Chicago this 
time? 

Chicago usually gets shafted because 
of the wind and weather. But I liked 
the idea of having the city skyline in 
the background and I just like the city 
Chicago has the most legit, real feel 
about it. It’s a bit more mellow than the 
rat race of L,A, and Newark, but peo- 


ple really let loose in the summertime 
so it’s perfect. 

You’ve had a long career in motocross. 
How many injuries have you racked up? 

Most of my bad crashes have happened 
not in freestyle but in races because 
you have to add in the element of other 
people around you. I’ve broken a couple 
arms, had 15 or 16 concussions, and 
gotten plenty of sprains, bruises and 
strains, I also probably got a few small 
breaks in my hands that I never got 
checked out but probably should have.
